A staff corrc8pondent of the Detroit 
Evening News has visited Grand Rap­ 
ids and dug up the following strange 
facts in regard to the career of Gen. 
W ill L. White, the ex-quartermaster 
general who is a fugitive from justice: 
If White possesses one-half the vir­ 
tues that are credited to him. it would 
appear that the ex-quartermaster were 
better fitted for a career as director of 
the Y. M. C. A. than that of fugitive. 
It is extremely dillicult—if not impos­ 
sible —to reconcile W h ite’s traits with 
his well known popularity as a man 
about town. 
According to Vos, whose 
closeness to 
White is unquestioned, 
White was cordial, yet in realiiy a 
close-mouthed, reticent man of very 
strong likes aud dislikes. 


According to Mr. Vos, White never 
played cards, never played oilliiirds, 
pool, chess, checkers, cared nothin;: for 
athletic sports, 
never wore

suit, never danced at a bail, and could 
not be taken out to social alTairs.

From other sources it was learned 
that, while White was ordinarily far 
sighted in business, he had no ready 
money even as late as ttie spring of 
1897. In the settlement with his foriner 
wife, calling for $2,UUU cash and

i month, he tendered a note.

What White did with the money 
that ho is said to have fraudulently 
gained from the stale, if he used any, 
or gained any, no one seems to know. 
He certainly displayed none of the 
tastes common to the newly-rich poli­ 
tician. 
While he was a favorite with 
women, he could not have been called 
a carefully dressed mm.
